Rose Questions; 


Stresses Need for Proper Feeding 


The rose is the most popular flower in America—and, 
unfortunately, thc most frequent victim of improper 


care, 


Responding to requests from a number of rose en- 
thusiasts, Robert J. Fulton, graminologist at Heritage 
House Products, has compiled a list of the questions 
he’s most often asked regarding roses, Here is Mr. 
Fulton’s list, together with his answers,

. My roses get lots of sun 
cnd water, yet still don't seem 
to be doing well, What could 
be wrong? 

А. I find two common mis- 
takes being made by many rose 
enthusiasts and either one 
could be the culprit here. One 
is simply that roses are planted 
too deep, often without any 
allowance for settling. The sec- 
ond reason for rose failure is 
improper or insufficient feed- 
ing. Roses are heavy feeders 
and should be fed a high-nutri- 
ent rose food rich in phosphor- 
uš to help the rose develop 
sufficient roots to support its

The first words of history read, 
“In the beginning God created 
Heaven and Earth.”

God gave man dominion over 
the earth but he also gave him a 
responsibility; a responsibility of 
caretaker of the soil When the 
word stewardship is mentioned the 
church-goer ordinarily thinks of 
money. Stewardship involves much 
more than money. It involves all 
the resources and talents God has 
so abundantly bestowed upon us, 
including that precious few inches 
of topsoil that all mankind depends 
upon for subsistance. In this land 
of ours where only a small per- 
cent are involved directly with 
farming some people seldem see 
things actually growing. But our 
livelihood still comes from the soil, 
and we are stewards of this earth 
that God has committed to our 
care, 


We in America have a surplus 
of certain foods and complain 
about it while ihree-fourths of the 
world goes hungry. We pay twen- 
ty percent of our earnings for food. 
Many nations pay 40 to 80 percent. 
Highways, subdivisions, industries, 
and shopping centers are putting 
a sterile concrete blanket over 
fertile soil that will never grow 
another crop. Yet man is still mis- 
treating the land with no thought 
of to-morrow or the increasing 
needs of the next generation. 

There is no guarantee of adequ- 
ate food or water forty years from 
now. In this ‘promised’ land of our 
water shortages are already show- 
ing up in some of our larger cities. 

The scripture passage that

In cooperation with Bob Bry- 
ant, Hatchery Superintendant of 
the National Fish Hatchery located 
at Tupelo, Towery is attempting to 
raise the remaining 120,000 to a 
larger size before releasing them.
